Aa the roanlt ot tbe personal Intoreat 
of Prealdenk Taft la all natton at* 
fectlug the worklngmeo of thoeonntry, 
congreaa haa beftore It toda/ a ecu- 
prebenaire bill on employera' liability 
and xvorkmon's compensation Tvliich Is 
recognised as one of llio most itrogrea-

Tnft ndmlnlstiatlou. Tho l)lli was re- 
ported by R commlaalun appointed by 
President Taft pursuant to a Joint reA- 
olutioD of congreaa paaaed on June 25, 
1010, and It vaa recently aent to con- 
greaa by tbe praaident. accoibpanled 
with a mesaage recommending Ita paa- 
sage. Aa drafted tbo measure pro- 
vides ail exclusive remedy nnd com- 
pensation for nccldeutal 4nJurl('S re 
sultlni; 111 disabilities or death to em- 
l)Io.vct'S iif I'diumoii carriers ci)K:»Red 
In lutorsfnlo or forolKn commerce or 
lu tho I>lstrlct of Columbia. 

Tills comprebeuKlve legislation la the 
direct outcome of the general nnaatls* 
factorlnesa of labor legislation paaaed 
by congreaa In recent yeara and la Il- 
lustrative of tbe Tnft method of reach- 
ing an admitted evil by a painstaking 
Invest l>ri»t Ion followed by cnrofully 
ronsideied laws. As is well know ii, the 
flrst employers' liability law par^sod In 
tho Inst administration was div lured 
unconstitutional by llie court'*. A new 
law to take Its place was passed un- 
der this administration, but it was gen 
orally understood at tbe time that the 
ooniprehenalro meoaure now before 
(.'oii;;ress was to follow, both H8 to 
liability and comiwnsatlou, as soon as 
tli8 nci'ossary liivestlgalloii Into the 
subject could be iiiinle. Tho result li 
that the woikluKUH'n of the United 
States, so fur as they can be reached 
by federal law, will soon be working 
under one of the most enligliteued la- 
twr laws on record. 

Provision is made In the bill, aa draft 
ed tentatively, thot every common car- 
rier eneaeed In luteratato or foreign 
r'oiniuereu ulmll pay compensations In 
Ute aiuiiiKifs KpecKU'J In the bill to any 
of lid eniployt'cs who su^-.tains [loraonal 
Injury by accident arisln;; out of and 
In the course of bU employment and 
reanlting In bis disability or to his de- 
pendents In caae of death. 

It Is provided In tbe bill that tbe In- 
jured employee shall have medical at- 
tendance and suretcnl aid when aee- 
ussury, the last mentioned being llAlt- 
ed to fJOO. 'i lie monthly waces of an 
employee are detmed to be twonty-six 
times tho established day's pay, and 
$M Is the minimum monthly wage pay- 
ment it Is also provided that ail com- 
paaaatlOB ahall be paid monthly nnleaa 
computed to a lump aiun. 

Death benefits ate provided for at a 
npeclflc percentage ot the man's wages 
to be paid to the widow with an in- 
crease lu tlie amount when there are 
tleitendent children, and In cnso of no 
dependents the payment of tho burial 
expenses Is required. Tiic matter of 
personal injury compensation is also 
covered In a fair and equitable pro- 
vision. 

Another feature of tbe proposed act 

la a clear definition of tho term **de« 
pendent" as well as of whot consti- 
tutes an 'lujury'' uiid an "employee." 
Lei;al conii)llcatlous are provided for, 
reports of accidents, payments and 
operations under the law to the Inter- 
state commerce commiaalon are re- 
quired, and It ia declared that the pro- 
poeed act shall take effect on July 1. 
1912, and dted as "the federal com- 
pensation act of 1912." 

In Its Investigations of this subject 
the commission determined ut the out- 
set that in substance the doctrines of 
tho common law orlginatlnK under com- 
paratively simpio conditions were un- 
just as applied to the complex relatione 
of maater and aervant Tbe uae of 
complicated machinery, ateam and elee- 
trtdty baa bAd the eflaet of Increaslns 
the deplorable atatagonlsm between 
employer and employee and often 
giving a few Injured employees large 
nnd freiiuently exli luiiu mt dauKiKes, 
while the great majority have been left 
to bear the entire burdea WitbOUt any 
recompense whatever. 

At the time of the adoption of tbe 
common law rules ot liability Indus- 
trial coDditions were radically differ^ 
ent from tboae of today. The number 
of employees was smsUer because 
there were few big Industrial plants. 
Tbe buhluess carried on was small In 
extent, tht; appliances usmI In tbe 
work consisted largely of hand tools, 
while tbe power was simple in char- 
acter, with little danger to the em- 
ployee. Under such conditions tbe 
rules of common law originated. 

Today there la a vast difference. 
President Taft, In tbe measage which 
tranemitted tbe report of tbe commls- 
Blon to congress, aptly aays. In speak- 
ing of the proposed bill, "that It la one 
of tbe great Nteps of progri'ss toworil 
a aatlsfactory aolutlon of an important 
pbaae of the controveralea between em- 
ployers and employees that have t>een 
proposed within the last two or three 
decades. Tbe old rules of llablUty un- 
der the common law were adapted to s 
^tflerent age aad condltloa «Ad vfere

Tbe attention of congress to tbe great 

Injustice of the preaent ayatem waa 
called by rrosUK'nt Tnft. He mentloa- 
ed the fact tii.it often the recovery of 
large sums In damage verdh ts did not 
result In actual bcnetU to the Injured 
person on account of the heavy ex- 
penses la iiUgatlon. The prcaident ex- 
pressed the belief that these burdens 
would disappear with tbe enactment of 
the proposed law, since the counsel fees 
are limited to a reasonable amount. 

As further stated by the president, 
"tho great object of the proposed law 
is to secure Justice to tin- weaker party 
under e\ihliii^ modeni coiullilons." He 
also declared ttiul lie woiilil u-:e his'lu- 
flnence to aid in the ciia<-lmcnt uf tbe 
propoeed law before tbe adjournment 
ot tbe present aesslon of congresa.
